F arm N otes. 
The' following bit of timely advise are 
taken from “The F a rm e r” published in 
St. Paul: 
Make the fowls work. 
When cold 
w eather comes on 
they cannot range 
over a large a m a , so they must be made 
to dig deep in the poultry house. 
Place 
plenty of litter on 
the floor and 
bury 
cracked and whole grains 
in it. 
Give 
them 
no more than they 
are willing to 
work hard to scratch out. 
—O — 
No matter how clean and 
free from 
vermin your poultry house may be, it is 
best 
to whitewash tho interior every 
fall. 
Whitewash not only 
assists to 
purify the building but makes it cleaner 
and lighter. 
If a little carbolic acid 
is 
mixed with wash before it is put on, it 
will do much 
to kill any vermin that 
mnv be in the cracks. 
In a small house 
whitewash may be applied with a brush 
but in a large building a force pump or 
sprayer should be used. 


Everything requiring winter 
protoc* 
tion should now have attention. 
Grape 
vines, black berries, the tender verities 
of raspberries, roses and shrubs should 
all be let down and given a 
protection 
of some kind. 
Generally tho most con­ 
venient and safest is 
found in the soil 
that which may be thrown up 
from be­ 
tween the rows. Some half hardy things 
will 
receive considerable 
benefit 
by 
simply 
wrapping and leaving erect, as 
one of the potent causes of winter in­ 
jury in our climate is tile bright warm 
sun 
shine of our 
February and early 
M arch days, succeeded 
by extremely < 
cold nights.

After they have been shut up 
in the stable for a while they

a repetition of the business paralysis 
of 1904-5, when the m ills were idle 
fur nearly six months. 
No definite 
statement could be obtained from any 
of the oiacials of the Manufacturers’ 
association and there was no confir­ 
mation of a rumor that the mill own­ 
ers would grant the additional 5 per 
cent advance asked. 
There is a feel­ 
ing in business circles that even if a 
strike occurs on Monday that it will 
be of short duration, as it is held that 
the manufacturers are not in a posi­ 
tion to permit their mills to bo closed 
for any great length of time, in view 
of the prosperous condition of the in­ 
dustry. 
Should a strike go into effect about 
25,000 operatives would be thrown out 
of work, and more than thirty corpora­ 
tions operating seventy-five cloth mills 
would be affected.
